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By the end of October 1950 all bridges on the highways from Yunnan and 
Kwangsi into Indochina are to be widened under the direction of Soviet 
technictang™ These highways are as follows:

As of late September the highway from Kunming to Yuch'4 (102-29, 24-23) 
and Linan (102-50, 23-0) and K'aiyuan had been extended to Hok!ou 
(103-57, 22-32) on the Indochina border.
